Former Ch 2 talents beef up RPN 9 slots as the 
Kasama network

RPN 9 HAS SOUGHT THE HELP OF FORMER ABS-CBN employees to beef up its programming and 
get a better chance at beating rival networks as the Kasama network is No.3 in dominated 

like GMA and ABS-CBN, according to network president Mia Concio. 

Concio identified Jing Magsaysay, former ABS-CBN assistant vice president for news operations, 

as RPN 9's officer in charge for news. 

Erwin Tulfo, who used to anchor for Magandang Gabi Bayan, is now the host of the hour-long news 
program, Aksyon Balita (5 to 6 p.m. Monday through Friday). 

Tulfo was a regular ABS-CBN reporter for nine years. Angelique Lazo, who used to anchor the evening 
news program for RPN 9, has transferred to PTV 4. 

As early as now, the new team is already infusing changes in the news department, Concio told Inquirer 
Entertainment on Friday. The shows now have more action segments. They are now more responsive to 
the audience and more interactive as well as local news, police report (Metro Pulis), global news 
(Globalita), business news (Go Negosyo reported by Connie Sison), weather forecast (Ulat Panahon), 
sports news (with Beth Celis as the segment anchor) and entertainment news (Spotlight with Nadine 
Lustre). 

Also part of the new RPN 9 news team is Melo del Prado, former desk editor of dzMM (ABS-CBN's AM 
radio) and reporter for TV Patrol. 

Leddy Tantoco, formerly a reporter for dzMM, is now a writer of Isumbong Mo! (Tulfo Brothers), a 
public service program aired Saturday nights from 6 to 7 p.m., along with Ramon Tulfo and Raffy Tulfo. 
Also part of the spruce-up is extending the airtime of Aksyon Balita from 30 minutes to a full hour, 
Concio pointed out. 


This is just the first phase. Viewers should watch out for more, she said. Right now, it's important that we 
first build a credible image for our news team. With Jing and Erwin's help, we can solidify our platform. 


Since February, Concio added, RPN 9's international channel, RPN USA, has been available in key 
areas in the United States through cable distributor Echo Star. For this project, the network tied up with 
the US-basedGlocal Media. 


Next on the drawing board, Concio said, is the strengthening of the network's entertainment 
programming. 


RPN 9 recently started producing shows for the female audience. It has come up with three such 

shows For M(Mondays 12 noon), Make-Over (Fridays 12 noon), and Go Negosyo in non-prime time 
slots. 

Connie Sison, former ABS-CBN reporter and host of Magandang Umaga Bayan, will be hosting Go 
Negosyo, which premieres June 5 from Monday at 10:30 to 11:30 p.m. 

The network has also consulted, Solar Entertainment, which is responsible for the prime time hours (6- 
10 p.m.), on how to reprogram said grid. 

Concio denied rumors that RPN 9 is interested in getting senior vice president for Star Magic (ABS- 
CBN talent center) Johnny Manahan to help. But she hinted on talking with a director who is responsible 
for a number of box-office hits for ABS-CBN.

IBC turns third player

Just a 4-month after it revamped its programming lineup with new shows, sequestered TV station IBC- 
13 as the Kapinoy network is now the No.3 most watched station nationwide, according to a survey 
conducted by the AGB Nielsen Media Research data on National Urban Television Audience 
Measurement for the role of the country's third-biggest network in local television. It has financially 
among the government-owned networksRPN-9 and PTV-4, while IBC-13 is better than ABS-CBN, to 
compete with major TV networks in certain time slots as the Philippine TV landscape had been 
characterized by a strong rivalry 

Sources said that while Viva had an airtime block agreement with IBC-13, management of the company 
that owns Viva Communications, Inc., is now reportedly keen on acquiring the sequestered TV outfit. 

| think the plan now is to acquire IBC-13 to allow Viva Entertainment to air as more Viva programs 

with PBA as given a full program lineup, the source said. Acquiring IBC-13 would be to do for Viva 
Entertainment since they would be spending for the improvement of the government station’s facilities, 
the same source said. 

The head office of the Intercontinental Broadcasting Corp. (IBC-13) has received reports from all its 
provincial relay stations that irate basketball fans have threatened to allowing their facilities for their 
telecast thePhilippine Basketball Association (PBA) games and more Viva-TV programs, they have 
helped IBC 13 rise from its financial slump and mediocre ratings. Vic Del Rosario is still keen on acquiring 
a government-owned broadcasting network to strengthen his group’s presence in the television industry, 
the researcher looked into marketing communication strategies that the network employ in order to 
improve network survival and competition advantage. 

Rosario, who chairs Viva Entertainment, told reproters that the possible acquisition would depend on the 
government's privatization plan of International Broadcasting Corporation of Channel 13, we will now 
adding more entertainment programs as well as sports shows including basketball, boxing and billiards. 


Under the agreement, Viva Entertainment will also finance the the rehabilitation of IBC 13’s transmission 
and facilities. The Aquino administration plans to privatize IBC 13 and RPN to raise more revenues. 

With the primetime block, IBC-13 is now earning a monthly revenue of Php12 million for an average of 
Php73 thousand per hour. Its daytime block, meanwhile, is offered at Php25-50 thousand per hour. IBC- 
13 posted last 2011 a net income before tax of Php55.92 Million. In addition, this thesis discussed how 
important TV brand management was for network survival and competition advantage, especially in the 
case of IBC. For IBC, building a stronger presence both in the rural and urban areas and creating 
stronger relationships among the viewers were essential to the identified communication concerns, 
marketing communication strategies for TV, TV branding, product life cycle, network survival and 
competition advantage . 

We have definitely eaten into the audience share, Canoy told Inquirer last Monday thanks to the president 
Noynoy Aquino administration as well as sequestered by the Philippine Commission on Good 
Government (PCGG) with IBC increased its viewership ratings and has established its position as a 
strong number three in the Philippine television industry continuing to prevent IBC's provincial and relay 
stations from airing the programs of Viva-TV on IBC-13, by a significant increase in their production costs 
by getting the biggest stars, the best production values, and the technological audience reach. The 
network will continue to challenge industry by presenting new programs while IBC will not be sold 
because its still up for privatization. 

In its last July of airing, IBC-13 captured 23.5 percent of viewership in key cities according to the survey 
on theNielsen Media Research. ABS-CBN placed first at 42.2 percent and GMA 7 landed the second 
spot at 37.3 percent. The revealed competition TV5, which placed third at 20.3 percent. IBC new 
management is newest chairman Orly Mercado, president and CEO Boots Anson-Roa, sales and 
marketing Tessie Taylor, general manager Eric Canoy and vice-president Lito Ocampo Cruz must be a 
rotation among the commercial TV networks regarding the coverage of the trial, the first of its kind in the 
country’s telecommunications and broadcast industry worked long and hard for the rehabilitation of the 
sequestered network, which is now up for privatization. .

We're 
barely making half of that. We have to costs by cost measures and introducing new programs, Ms. Boots 
said. There is also steady increase in all-day viewership and its morning belt is consistently at double-digit 
share levels. The Senate’s decision to allow one more commercial television channel to cover the 
impeachment trial of President Aquino has sparked another bitter corporate war behind rival 

networks ABS-CBN and GMA-7. 

Analysts said that Viva Entertainment’s blocktime agreement with IBC 13 makes sense because it could 
reach a coverage and in prepreration for a possible acquisition of IBC 13 assets for making big-budget. 
We beating ABS-CBN 2 and GMA 7 in the same time slots. IBC is the No.3 slot in the network with Viva- 
TVprogramming, Canoy told Inquirer Entertainment. IBC become more aggressive for surging ahead in 


the ratings. She added that things are looking up for the company as non-primetime sales for programs 
aired before 5 p.m. to 12 midnight slot doubled, while creative selling of content has been adding P3 
billion a month to the company's revenues.

Earlier reports said IBC-13’s assets and franchise were valued at P1.2 billion while and RPN-9’s franchise 
was estimated at P800 million while registered a net income of P1.30 billion for the full year 2011 in 
privatization said IBC Board of Directors, while news media reported that ABS-CBN net income 
plummeted to P2.4 billion and GMA Network net income plummeted to P1.72 billion in the same period 
and revenue from P12 million of IBC.

Thus declared Boots Anson Roa, president and CEO of the state-run Intercontinental Broadcasting 
Corporation for Channel 13, which is up for privatization this year, is now No.3 behind the giant 
networks ABS-CBN and GMA, according to the survey in AGB Nielsen-Media Research. 


The privatization of sequestered TV stations RPN 9 and IBC 13 was originally set by the Privatization 
and Management Office (PMO), who monitors the privatization program said the sale of IBC, 

while Channel 13 will now have to market the program as position the No.3 station in the country. 

We need to make the station more viable, Boots told Inquirer Entertainment in an interview at the IBC- 
13 office in Broadcast City last week. We want people to know [that], pending privatization, we are 
beefing up our programming. Additionally, the network also relaunched a new advertising campaign and 
brand nameKapinoy, which emphasized the new IBC lineup as being more distinct and new than what 
was being aired by its competitors to increase our audience share and our ratings at the time.

ratings. 

According to Boots, Viva Entertainment, which has a programming contract with IBC-13, is responsible 
for the network's primetime hours from 5 p.m-12 midnight where the PBA games are shown.

Boots said she recently consulted Viva chairman and CEO Vic Del Rosario on how to reprogram said 
hours, which supplies 50 hours of sports and other programming per week to IBC bought a huge amount 
of airtime in primetime for a good price from reading the papers. 

Right now, what you see on primetime are basically the PBA games and the Viva programs that you also 
see on IBC viewers on a more mass-based level with shows. There’s because those programs already 
have a target market, captive market, Asian market and now have a mass market to concentrate on the 
A, B and C markets. 


She said the network felt it needed to tweak the interest in the Asian market not only the A, B and C 
markets, but also of viewers on a more mass-based level with shows.

IBC-13 goes TV on its nown terms

RPN and IBC, heretofore sequestered stations, will not be sold because it's still up for privatized 

and PTV will be converted into what could be the country’s public broadcasting system akin to BBC. 
Sequestered TV network IBC-13 won as the Best TV station in the 2012 KBP Golden Dove Awards. In 
her breif acceptance speech, IBC president and CEO Booys Anson-Roa said: this is the first time in 
recent years that the best station award is being given to the two giant networks. "Kapinoy po this year"- 
Boots continued. "This is a victory for the major players." She gave due credie to the "men and women 
behind the success of IBC who has to work harder with equipment, resources, manpower and yet have 
achieved many feats." It has the government-sequestered stations RPN-9 and IBC-13. 

The other major television networks in the Philippines that air commercial shows and primetime TV 
series, the new IBC owner Eric Canoy said it one years ago when he ventured new business 

territory: IBC is woeking at it. Trying to be the best by challenging conventions and daring to the different 
in its programming to make a difference in the lives of others through its advocacies, with several other 
programs on the network also earning awards in their respective categories were sequestered by 


the Presidential Commission on Good Government (PCGG) announcements from 

the PNoy administration. For a giant networks of ABS-CBN andGMA, the local TV's No.3 slot is now 
ruled by IBC-13, TV5 and Studio 23. 

Channel 13 started broadcasts in 1961 under Inter-Island Broadcasting Corporation thru the tri-media 
conglomerate of RMN-IBC-Philippine Herald owned by the late Andres Soriano. The station also 
broadcasts in Cebu and Davao. In the 1970s, IBC launches the color transmission named Vinta 

Color named after the Vintas from Zamboanga, the third network in the Philippines to convert to all-color 
broadcasts. Dick Baldwin was the station's first owner, and programming first consisted of mostly foreign 
programs from CBS, and a few local shows. 

As of February 1, 1975, under the auspices of the Benedicto Group of Companies, the Philippines was 
delighted in the birth of a television station that would bring color to the dark years of the Martial Law 

era. Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation (IBC) brought forth DZTV Channel 13, a commercial 
television station based on Metro Manila and initially beamed to seven relay stations scattered all over the 
archipelago. Through hard work coupled with and intrepid business sense, IBC management developed a 
strategic programming that appealed to the mass audience. Thus, IBC 13 set a lot of firsts in the 
broadcasting industry. Become the number 1 television network IBC-13 since from 1977 to 1988 while 
their studio equipment, cameras, lighting and props are useless, dilapidated and very old, cash and 
budgets has controlled employees. 

Years passed after EDSA Revolution, things were never the same again in the network. IBC became a 
government controlled operation under the Presidential Commission on Good Government (PCGG). 
Malacañang appointed several management groups to oversee the operation of the stations. The 
network's condition became congruent with the government situation, new administrators meant new 
management. 

Last Friday, IBC, which runs the flagship Channel 13 in Metro Manila will now go back to the glory days 
gathered its friends from the press to celebrate its win and to unveil and revealed its new program slate. 
Network executives were led by vice-president Lito Ocampo Cruz who keynoted the affair. Ocampo Cruz 
citedIBC’s escalated efforts to strengthen the network's financial muscle to finance its programming, 
privatization and expansion plan with the administration of president Noynoy Aquino. It was at this point 
that the network began to decline in terms of ratings and revenues. This may tie-up with Viva 
Entertainment, which is owned by Vic Del Rosario, Jr. Viva has a programming contract with IBC-13. 
Since both ABS-CBN and GMA-7 are claiming that they are No.1, Ms. Roa of IBC also said that now 
their aim is to be the No.2 TV station in the country. Viva-TV continues to reign on primetime hours from 
5:00pm to 12:00mn. 

IBC claims a new program slate described by chairman Orly Mercado as an unrivaled suite of children, 
entertainment and news and public affairs programs whose broad appeal crosses age, gender, and 
Socio- economic class. She said the network believes that there are audiences looking for true 
innovatives to formula programs and to formats and that there are markets out there with a broad 
repertoire of tastes and interests and with penchant for original, out-of-the-box ideas. This is the audience 
to whom IBC wants to serve its multi-faceted menu of the sequestered company's board members, a 
new hope shines the network which pioneered various genres in TV production as IBC remains a network 


with its innovative, creative core intact and aggressive. You require people not only on-cam talents but 
also the backroom, writers, directors and cameraman," he said. 

In a joint letter to the Malacafiang, the IBC Employees Union (IBC-EU) and IBC Supervisors Directors 
Union (SDU) asked President Benigno Noynoy Aquino Ill to prioritize the privatization of IBC 13 to 
ensure that the company is managed professionally and members of the IBC Board of Directors. Vic del 
Rosario, a Viva's chairman and CEO, is using the formula to boost IBC-13's programming power hopes 
to turn the bottom performer, said that the station still has commercial value despite its contract with Viva 
Entertainment. 

Boots, during the PNoy administration, when it began gradually paying its debts, and tempering the 
unrest among its labor sector. Under Boots, IBC-13, for the first time, started making gains in viewership. 
It reached the number 3 position among TV networks at the some point of giant networks ABS-

Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation (IBC) is a Philippine VHF television network of the 
Government Communications Group headed by the Press Secretary and co-owned by Viva 
Entertainment. Its studios are located at Broadcast City, Old Balara, Capitol Hills, Diliman, Quezon 
City and its transmitter is located at the Coca Cola plant, Roosevelt Avenue, San Francisco Del 


Monte, Quezon City. It is one of three government-owned and controlled television stations, along 

with Radio Philippines Network. 

Among its assets are the broadcast television networks IBC-13 and INN, and dance mix radio

IBC was launched on Channel 13 and granting the first TV camera broadcasting franchise on 1960 as the 
Inter-Island Broadcasting Corporation (IBC). Inter-Island TV-13 was the first Philippine network to go on 
full satellite broadcast daily, the first to go on full color broadcast, and the first to employ an Outside 
Broadcast Van (OB Van) in its news operations. 


Channel 13 started broadcasts in 1961 under Inter-Island Broadcasting Corporation thru the tri-media 
conglomerate of RMN-IBC-Philippine Heraldowned by the late Andres Soriano. The station also 
broadcasts in Cebu and Davao. In 1970s, IBC launches the color transmission named "Vinta Color" 
named after the Vintas from Zamboanga, the third network in the Philippines to convert to all-color 
broadcasts. 


Dick Baldwin was the station's first owner, and programming first consisted of mostly foreign programs 
from CBS, and a few local shows. Andres would acquire the channel in 1962.

On February 1, 1975, Inter-Island 13 split off from the Sorianos, owners of RMN and was renamed 
Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation (IBC) and moved to Benedicto Group of Companies by the late 
Roberto S. Benedicto (1916-2000), who purchased the network consisting of the Manila station and 
another relay station in Visayas and Mindanao. IBC also opened its FM station DWKB-FM the same year, 
it became the number one FM station in the country. In 1976, IBC metamorphosed into one of the 
country's most viewed TV network with its primetime lineup and full length local and foreign films aired on 
this channel. This catapulted IBC in the number one slot among 4 rival networks. 

Through the sweat of its employees and the income generated from its programs, the network built and 
finally moved into its present home at the modern Broadcast City, in 1977. The complex was a 55,000 
square metre tract located at Capitol Hills, Diliman, Quezon City. 


IBC manifested an enviable resilience in surviving the challenges. lt marked the biggest, most 
progressive leap any network has ever made. Because of its station produced shows and co-production 
ventures, it penetrated a wider market. Thus, remarkable productivity surfaced with a acquisition of 
several provincial TV and Radio stations.

It was 1994 when IBC launched Pinoy Ang Dating with a Filipino-like visually enticing music video 

(with Grace Nonoas the composer and singer of the same song), an innovation in terms of station 
identification. Despite limited resources, programming improved but the battle for audience share 
continued. Advertisers became more responsive to marketing efforts. The said ident won the 

Gawad CCP Award for Best Station Identification in the said year.[1] 

Vintage Television (VTV), later merged with Viva Television in 1999, entered the scene in 1996 with PBA 
Games as its major program and continued until 2002 and return in 2011. Rehabilitation of the transmitter 
and other technical facilities where initiated in the central and provincial stations. A new Harris 60 Kilowatt 
transmitter was installed. The global service of APSTAR 1 satellite was utilized for a wider global reach. 


In 2003, IBC launched its new logo and the new slogan Ang Bagong Pilipino with a freestyle station ID. 


In late 2007, IBC Management inked a deal with the Makisig Network, led by Hermie Esguerra. Makisig 
was accepted as a primetime block-timer of IBC. However, Makisig Network's programs were not aired 

due to questions on the propriety of the terms and conditions of the agreement. Said agreement expired 
in October 2008. 


Abandonment and privatization Edit 

After four decades of serving the network's dominance and entertainment programing, IBC-13's studios 
and facilities are abandoned due to negligence and their network's mismanagement. Both their studio 
equipment, cameras, lighting and props are useless, dilapidated and very old, cash and budgets were 
afford to utilize radio-TV operations, their programing and airtime suffering them from a network war in the 
late 1980s and the 1990s and many employees of their jobs. The management tries to revive the ill-fated 
network in the 2000s. 

There were many plans to sell and privatize IBC and its sister station RPN.[2] TV network ABS-CBN is 
planning to buy the network's blocktime to address signal problems and mimic the former's programs. 
However, ABS-CBN would not join the privatization bid due to ownership regulations. [3] 


IBC has been entered into a joint venture agreement with Prime Realty, an affiliate of R-II Builders Group 
of Reghis Romero Jr. The agreement calls for the development of 3.5 hectares of Broadcast City.[4] 

This makes the Aquino administration wanted to privatize both RPN and IBC to private sectors and retain 
thePeople's Television (PTV) as a sole-mandated government TV network. |[5][6] 

It has been announced that conglomerate San Miguel Corporation will join the government-sponsored 
bidding for the privatization of RPN and IBC.[7][8] 

Viva Entertainment plans to buy IBC-13 to become a part of number one channel as it is privatized by 1st 
quarter of 2012 and to revive the old network's glory days (as in Viva-TV). 


Partnership with Viva Entertainment Edit 

On July 11, 2010, IBC-13 began a partnership with the Viva Entetainment, an operator of a number of 
cable channels in the country and some new programs with its slogan Ka-Bilib Ako! (Tagalog for "You 
Believe You"). Some of its local programs like Pop Girls, Wansapanataym, Daily Top 5, Wow! and Dear 
Heart are all produced by the Viva Television with the concept of live global satellite programming in local 
television. This joint co-production agreement with Viva makes IBC-13 a de facto part of the Viva family, 
similar to the arrangement when the primetime block. However, IBC and Viva remain separate entities. 
The same day, IBC-13 created two new departments, News and Public Affairs (headed by Zyrene 
Parsad-Valencia) andEntertainment TV (headed by Jose Javier Reyes). The same day, the first to 
broadcast remote news coverage and reporting. 

The company began co-producing new programming for the network, such as a Pop Girls, the newest 
teen variety show which airs every sudnay nights, against the rating beating with ABS-CBN and GMA 
Network The network underwent management changes on July 12, 2010, as Boots Anson-Roa returned 
to IBC's president and cheif excutive officer. The appointed director of the board, while the new chairman 
of IBC is Orly Mercado. His foremost concern is to maintain the viability and competitiveness of the 
network in preparation for its privatization. 

Mercado's first major move was to expand their contract of blocktime agreement and partnership 

with Viva Entertainment. Programming preparation from the number one entertainment channel via its 
new programming block Viva-TV was relaunched on IBC-13's lineup at the beginning on June 5, 

2011. PBA Gameswould also return to the network as its major program as part of Viva Sports, it airs on 
Viva-TV begin its new competition TV ratings with ABS-CBN and GMA Network. 


Relaunch as the Kapinoy Network Edit 

On June 5, 2011, IBC relaunched a new logo and revival slogan Pinoy ang Dating! to reflect the change 
with a Filipino-like visually an innovation in terms of station identification. During the relaunch, IBC-13 
launched a new campaign branding itself as the "Kapinoy" network (literally means "a member of the 
Pinoy") and the new franchise to operate under Republic Act 7831. 

At the present time, it aired between two block programming portions SMNI 39 in mornings and Viva- 
TVcontinues to reign on primetime with its sports, foreign canned and entertainment programs. IBC's 
religious, children, entertainment and news and public affairs program dominate the non-prime slots. This 
is achieved by providing for the personnel welfare and benefits and by renewed programming thrust 
which would cater to the biggest sector of society, the youth, the network is being reinvented which 


envisions it with a strong news and public affairs programs, provides high quality entertainment and 
serves as a tool in shaping and molding the country's ethical values and moral fibers. 

On June 6, 2011, IBC main studios in Quezon City and its regional stations 

in Baguio, Cebu and Davao will be equipped with the most modern gathering equipment for them to 
compete with the major television networks of ABS-CBN and GMA Network . The same day, the new 
plans to order of IBC-13 with the new entral equipment room, new OB van, new studio equipment, new 
news truck, new ENG van/News Outside Broadcast Van with live video playback capability via on-board 
microwave link, new VTR technician presentation, new post production, new transmitter, new cameras, 
new HD cameras, new main studios, new dish satellite fromDomestic Satellite Philippines, 

Inc. (DOMSAT) with satellite downlink and microwave especially during live events, new master control 
equipment, new radio booths, new IPV van, new lighting, new props and other broadcast equipment for 
its TV and radio broadcasting as well as the regional stations as its finaly privatized by 1st quarter of 2012 
and to revive the old network's glory days. Also, a new Harris Transmitter has been installed. IBC's 
transmitter power shall be increased to 60 kW. 

Through co-owned Pilipinas Global Network Ltd., international channels IBC Global has launched in June 
2011. The channels were available in Europe, Middle East, North Africa, Guam, and the United States. 
On July 1, 2011, the IBC FM radio network had the largest chain of radio stations in the country which is 
the return of dance music station DMZ-FM inspired by 89 DMZ rebranded as iDMZ was relaunched on 
August 28, 2011. The same day, News Team 13 begun using the patented 3D:LIVE™ for weather 
forecasting, the technology is the most advanced weather forecasting system in the world provided by 
Weather Central, LP based in Madison, Wisconsin USA. Hence, the new division of News Team 13 for 
weather forecasting called News Team 13 Weather Central is launched. 


IBC-13 was also the official broadcaster of the 2011 World Youth Day, which was the visit of Pope 
Benedict XVlto the country, withdrawn its membership from the Kapisanan ng mga Brodkaster ng 
Pilipinas (KBP). 


On August 11, 2011, IBC-13 unveiled its flagship coffeetable book, "Pinoy ang Dating: The Making of 
IBC-13." The 453-page book chronicles the hardships and odds that the network founder had to face, as 
well as the achievements and contributions of IBC-13 in Philippine Television history. 


The famous after exposing a police rubout on November 7, 2011 when it became the media company to 
cover a police rubout incident right in front of its broadcast building in Broadcast City. IBC-13's footage 
became a vital privatized evidence for a case filed on the Philippines' Commission on Human Rights. 


As 52nd Anniversary era Edit 

In January 1, 2012, IBC-13 celebrated their 52nd year in television with the new station ID and the new 
IBC jingle to boost its Kapinoy network campaign promoting line-up of more Viva-TV programs. The 
network held its Homecoming sa 13, which held a month-long celebration gathered former employees 
and talents for a grand reunion at IBC-13's compound in Broadcast City. The network also launched a 
promo called "Treasure Hunt", where the people were invited to bring their oldest television, radio sets, 
microphones, and posters. The network also celebrated its 32nd year reign in the TV ratings. The 


company also did a nationwide caravan, showcasing the network's talents while relaunched its new 
mascots are Mr. Pinoy, Ms. TV, RadioGirl, NewspaperBoy, Barney, Baby Bop and Bu. 

The same day, the network held a month-long celebration of IBC-13 and Philippine TV's 52nd year. The 
station produced two commemorative documentaries about the station's contribution in news and 
entertainment. Homecoming sa 13: The IBC Story was the first extensive television documentary done 
about the history of Philippine Television and the evolution of Philippine entertainment. The broadcasting 
giant capped its 52nd anniversary with a spectacular powerhouse concert extravaganza dubbed 

as Homecoming sa 13: IBC at 52, held at the The NBC Tent @ The Fort. It was hailed as one of the 
biggest media events of the year. The government-owned network rolled out the red carpet to welcome 
its high-profile guests from the business, advertising and media sectors, politics, members of the 
diplomatic community, with many of the society's luminaries and glitterati. Valued friends and supporters 
of the network throughout the decades also attended the grand affair. 

In June 30, 2012, Viva Entertainment announced that plans to buy IBC-13 last April 4, 2011 to become 
part of Vic Del Rosario-owned network as it is privatized last June 30, 2012 and to revive the old 
network's glory days (as in Viva-TV) and the entertainment network reformatted and renamed as VIVA, 
which become the Home of the Stars. Rosario said Viva Entertainment, would produce a new lineup of 
more entertainment programs while IBC-13 would continue to be responsible for news and public affairs 
programming and operation of the stations. 

The same day, IBC relaunched with new corporate logo for Filipino-esque from Luzon, Visayas and 
Mindanao with an international reach become through its relay stations, IBC-13 programs were senn 
across the archipelago and Southeast Asia and programming started airing in 50 American cities and 
parts of South America through the /nternational Channel Network, and the new transmitter as IBC 
Tower localed along San Francisaco Del Monte, Quezon City. 

At the same time, the new tagline Sa IBC-13, Ikaw ang No.3 campaign for the No.3 network to promote 
theViva-TV programs for a big welcome party by the big stars of the network. Also part of their success in 
the deal with HiT Entertainment to produce children's television programs Barney and Friends franchise, 
which is start last April 2003 effectively revitalized interest for children in the Philippines with Barney 
characters. 

Through co-owned Pilipinas Global Network Ltd., both international channels IBC Global last June 2011 
with another international channel isa INN International and new entertainment international channel 
called VIVA Global were launched in July 1, 2012. The channels were available in Europe, Middle 

East, North Africa, Guam, and the United States. Also, launched its new cable cartoon channel Toon 
TV in partnership with Viva Entertainment on July 2, 2012 and DWNN-TV was re-launched as the new 
ОНЕ news channel called IBC News Network, the new media called IBC Interactive and through the work 
of IBC Foundation, Inc.

A gift shop was also located near the Bida Geyser, featuring 
then-popular Viva-TV characters on the front of the building and a single digit number of employees was 
started with the size of audiences attending the live recordings.

Viva-TV 
on IBCmanages to keep up with the network battle despite the dominance of giant networks GMA- 

7 and ABS-CBN.Viva-TV is offering a wide variety of entertainment shows. Under the new management 
of IBC chairman Orly Mercado. 

Viva TV, the entertainment network of Vic del Rosario's Viva Entertainment group, lit the fire when it 
aired "Fighting Family" and the localized, licensed version of "Jr. NBA" debuted on higher-rating IBC- 
13 during primetime. Hosted by newest Viva actor Dingdong Avanzado, from front-runners ABS- 

CBN and GMA-7. Viva-TV on IBC 13 recently became more aggressive after surging ahead in the 


ratings with Saturday night game shows like "Fighting Family," "Jr. NBA" and "Who Wants to be a 
Millionaire?", top honcho of the Vivaconglomerate which holds the show's local franchise. 

Although these game shows are blocktimers of Viva Television, they have helped IBC 13 rise from its 
financial slump and mediocre ratings. After GMA and ABS-CBN, the No. 3 slot is being claimed jointly 

by TV5 and IBC-13. 

The game show revolutionized viewing patterns and forced other networks to rethink their 

programming. Viva's bold move won the 6:00 p.m. to 6:30 p.m. timeslot for the top spot with total viewers 
(12.5 percent), top honcho of the Viva conglomerate which holds the show's local franchise, the giant 
networks have put up similar shows to counter the phenomenal rise of the rating charts. "Jr. NBA", the 
first-ever Filipino TV-show franchised from the "Jr. NBA" with Philippine rights secured by Viva-TV, the 
games from all over the country Hosted by Cogie Domingo. The show became a hit in its first season, 
garnering a high 25-percent average rating on the primetime slot, according to the TV survey of AGB

IBC-13 become the country’s top network in Philippine television is now No.4 with Viva-TV, the largest 
number one entertainment channel of Vic del Rosario's Viva group and the network has still sequestered 
recently with improve the signal of the channel and upgrade network facilities nationwide and the new TV 
ratings, for the high note as it continues to lead have helped national TV ratings in February 2012 with 30 
percent behind topnotchers against TV5's 45 percent, GMA’s 34 percent and ABS-CBN's 32 percent in 
total day shares and the station is still for privatization, boost Channel 13's high ratings from cellar dweller 
to No. 4 lead has grown wider quarter-on-quarter with competitor to major networks TV5's 45 

percent, ABS-CBN’s 36 percent andGMA’s 35 percent in the first quarter for the giant networks have put 
up similar shows to counter the rise of the rating charts, and Viva-TV on IBC pulling away with 30 percent 
along with TV5,s 45 percent ABS-CBN's with 37 percent and GMA's 32 percent by the second quarter, 
especially on primetime when most Filipinos TV and where advertisers invest most of their TV ad 
placements for more airtime on Channel 13. Viva-TV on IBC-13 is the network claims it is No. 4 TV 
network nationwide, which recently obtained a legislative franchise to operate commercial radio and 
television stations with provincial and cable affiliates, for an AMR of 9.7 and a 27.4% audience share, 
beating the big three of GMA-7 (24.8%), ABS-CBN (19.5%) and Viva-TV on IBC-13 (17.9%) in 
Megamanila. 

Viva-TV on IBC-13, the network dominates the homes of Filipinos in Luzon, the Visayas and Mindanao in 
the viewer-rich primetime block (5 p.m. to 11 p.m.), where advertisers invest 45 percent of their TV ad 


spending, with a national audience share of 30 percent or 13 points higher than the 44 percent share 

of TV5 is No.1, 29-percent share of GMA Network is No.2 and 35 percent share of ABS-CBN is No.3. 
The upgrade included new transmission systems, among others, as well as the rehabilitation of IBC-13's 
assets. 


By privatizing these and other state-run firms in Aquino Administration, Noynoy Aquino hopes to raise 
the badly needed funds to run his government, which faces a projected P70-billion deficit this year that 
will be privatized by Malacañang in a bid to boost the country's coffers, continued its nationwide 
leadership by having the most number of Philippine TV households watching its shows on primetime 
(5PM to 12 MN) with an average audience share of 23% with TV5’s 42%, GMA's 29% and ABS-CBN's 
25%, based on data from the global industry-trusted audience research group Kantar Media. 

The network’s primetime music videos “OPM TV,” which Filipinos followed music videos of Viva artist 
through the months despite its airing, topped the list of most-watched music programs for March with 
scored an average national TV rating of 10.6 percent agsinst with TV5's “Metro Aksyon" (14.2 

percent), GMA’s “Alice Bungisngis and Her Wonder Walis” (12.1 percent) and ABS-CBN’s “Maria La 
De Barrio” (11.8 percent). 

“Y2K: Yes to Kids,” currently the top running weekly children's program, captivated audiences with its 
children education with 10.5 percent in the ratings game. This was followed by weekend top-rater TV 
sitcom for health “Hapi Kung Healthy” with 10.2 percent. 

Viva-TV continued to dominate TV ratings with teleserye “May Bukas Pa" leading the pack scored basic 
top spot with an average national TV rating total viewers of 13.1 percent against the news 

programs TV5's "Aksyon" (20.7 percent), GMA's "24 Oras" (17.7 percent) and ABS-CBN's "TV Patrol" 
(15.8 percent). 

"IBC Express Balita,” on the other hand, is the flagship number one afternoon newscast in the country 
with an average household TV rating of 10.7 percent or nine points against with TV5's "Popstar TV" (28.7 
percent) GMA's “Broken Vow” (15.7 percent) and ABS-CBN's “Pinoy Big Brother UnliDay” (11.1 
percent) according to TV ratings provider Nielsen Media Research. 

"Ronda Trese,” the undisputed number one late-night news program with an average household TV 
rating of 10.1 percent or nine points higher than TV5's "Pilipinas News" (13.4 percent), GMA's "Saksi" 
(12.5 percent) and ABS-CBN's "Bandilla" (10.9 percent) according to TV ratings provider Nielsen Media 
Research. 

“DMZ-TV,” remained as the most-watched TV variety show for teenagers with an average national TV 
rating of total viewers 10.1 percent on Tuesdays and on Sundays for 10.2 percent higher than TV5's 
"Wow Samurai" (12.9 percent), GMA's "Party Pilipinas" (11.5 percent) and ABS-CBN's "ASAP 2012" 
(10.6 percent). 

"PBA (Philippine Basketball Association)," the country's premiere basketball league is set to soar to 
new heights ranks among an average of 10.2 percent audience share for TV viewership ratings average 
on the primetime slot, according to the TV survey of AGB Philippines, besting primetime shows from the 
giant networks TV5, GMA-7 and ABS-CBN. 

Out of the top 15 currently running programs, Viva-TV on IBC-13 took 11 spots and secured the top eight 
slots. These are “OPM TV" (10.6 percent), “Hapi Kung Healthy" (10.2 percent), “IBC Express Balita" 


(10.7 percent), "May Bukas Pa" (13.1 percent), “Ronda Trese" (10.1 percent), "DMZ-TV" (10.2 percent), 
"Last Fool Show" (14.1 percent), "Linawin Natin" (23 percent), "Makabayang Duktor" (12 percent) and 
"Good Take" (23 percent). Joining them in top 15 are "Cooltura" (30 percent), “Fil-Chi” (20 percent), 
“PBA” (10.2 percent), and “Pop Girls” (13.8 percent). 

Meanwhile, IBC-13 continues its leadership among all dance FM radio stations with DZMZ or iDMZ 
89.1registering a 30.5% audience share against with TV5's 106.7 Energy FM with only 

32.1%, GMA's Barangay LSwith only 21.5% and ABS-CBN's Tambayan 101.9 with only 20.1% in 
Janaury 2012, according to Nielsen Media Research data for Mega Manila. Based on Kantar Media's 
data, IBC-13 garnered an average audience share of 25.3% in total day with rival TV5 placing first with 
34.196 share, GMA Network placing second with 33.6% share and ABS-CBN placing third with 30.9% 
share.. 

Viva-TV on IBC-13 shifted to Kantar Media/TNS after filing a case against AGB Nielsen Media 
Research for failing to comply with its request to investigate alleged cheating and data tampering in TV 
ratings. The case is still pending in court, contrary to claims by TV5, GMA and ABS-CBN, which is not a 
party to the case, that it has been resolved. 


Kantar: IBC-13 and Viva-TV leads national TV ratings 
in March! 


IBC-13 and Viva-TV led all TV networks in terms of viewership as measured by national TV ratings last 
March and continued to dominate primetime television across the country by wrestling leadership in Mega 
and Metro Manila from its rival. Data from the industry-trusted multinational audience research 

group Kantar Media, which has national samples of 1,300 homes and 7,300 individuals that are 
statistically representative of total Philippine TV population, show that Viva-TV and IBC-13 obtained an 
average audience share of 25% nationwide for total day viewership, which was higher than TV5's 

36%, GMA's 3496 and ABS-CBN's 30%. The first involves 50 hours of airtime on Channel 13 and the 
second involves 12 additional hours on weekends, including five hours prime time, plus all the breakspots 
during primetime. Recently, the station persuadedViva-TV to return all the two-minute breakspots during 
primetime as well as the 11 to 11:30 p.m. slot and even waive the Domsat charges the station is 
supposed to pay. Kantar Media also reported that more Filipinos nationwide watch Viva-TV on IBC- 

13 during primetime (b pm to 11 pm) as seen in Viva-TV on IBC's primetime audience share of 3396, 
which increased from previous month's 25.4%. This represents a 14-point lead overTV5's primetime 
audience share of 4596, GMA's primetime audience share of 2996 and ABS-CBN's primetime audience 
share of 25%. 


Viva-TV on IBC-13 took the lead in its rivals’ claimed bailiwicks of Mega and Metro Manila on the 
important primetime block when viewing levels peak and when advertisers place more of their TV ads to 
reach more viewers. Viva-TV and IBC-13 averaged 28% in audience share with TV5's 36%, GMA’s 34% 
and ABS-CBN's 30% in Mega Manila, for an AMR (avenge per minute rating) of 10.7 and a 25.1% 
audience share, beating the big three of GMA-7 (24%), ABS-CBN (20%) and IBC-13 (19%) in 
Megamanila. 

IBC-13 and Viva-TV also won in other territories on total day and earned an average audience share of 
25% with TV5's 39%, GMA’s 35% and ABS-CBN 30% in Balance Luzon (areas in Luzon outside Mega 
Manila); 30% vs 22% in Visayas; and 46% vs 12% in Mindanao. 

Kantar Media’s report showed that ten IBC and twenty Viva-TV programs figured in the top ten most 
watched programs, while a blocktimer that produces a program aired on TV5, GMA Network and ABS- 
CBN landed on the 15th spot. 

Among all primetime programs, May Bukas Pa continues to be the most watched show in the country 
with soared high in TV ratings and the led the pack nationwide for an average national TV rating of 29% 
against withAksyon (20.2%), 24 Oras (18.9%) and TV Patrol (17.9%), “Viva Proudly Presents’ with 
20.1%, and the Monday night teen drama anthology “Dear Heart” (24.8%) . 

The Main Event (Viva Sports) is still the number one weekend program with an average national TV 
rating of 22% and “Stop, Talk and Listen” (21.4%), while “IBC Express Balita” remains to be the 
number one with an average national TV rating of 17.6%. When it comes to educational program, 
“Cooltura” is still the undisputed leader with 12.1%. 

Viva-TV’s teen variety show Pop Girls made a strong debut as it instantly ranked 5th in the top ten with 
13.4%. 

IBC-13’s late afternoon block (3PM to 5 PM) is gaining ground and increased from an average national 
audience share of 25.1% in January 2012 to 30% in March 2012. 

IBC-13's DZMZ 89.1 or iDMZ topped all dance FM radio stations last February in Mega Manila with a 
33.2% audience share, higher by 12.4 points higher than TV5's 106.7 Energy FM with 

35.9%, GMA's Barangay LSwith 25.5% and ABS-CBN's Tambayan 101.9 with 23.1%, according to 
the Nielsen Mega Manila RAM data. 

IBC-13 and Viva-TV shifted to Kantar Media/TNS after filing a case vs. AGB Nielsen Media 
Research for failing to comply with its request to investigate alleged cheating and data tampering in TV 
ratings. The case is still pending in court contrary to claims by TV5, GMA and ABS-CBN, which is not a 
party to the case, that it has been resolved.

Mercado. 

He identified Boots Anson-Roa, a president and CEO for IBC, Lito Ocampo Cruz, the newest vice- 
president oflBC-13, the sales and marketing manager Tessie Taylor, Eric Canoy, who presides 

over Radio Mindanao Network as chairman and president, and Lito Ocampo Cruz, former VP of E! 
Entertainment TV Philippines forRMN, as network vice-president, is now the general manager and new 
vice-rpesident Lito Ocampo Cruz along with new IBC Board of Directors appointed by President Noynoy 
Aquino will invest another P400 million this month to beef up the television network programming and 
facilities. He claimed that IBC-13 had shown improvement in reach and reception in the installing more 
transmitters. 

We are now procuring state-of-the-art equipment for use inside and outside of the studio. We are 
purchasing new studio cameras, OB vans, ENG vans, and sophisticated studio equipment, the cost of 
which could reach over a billion pesos.

At the IBC headquarters at Broadcast City in Diliman, Orly 
detailed the future of the network and what great things this new board has in the market for the first time 
in international reach throughout the Philippines and parts of Southeast Asia, said the company expects 
its advertising revenues to climb as its ratings continue to improve as the new IBC mascots like Mr. Pinoy, 
Ms. TV, RadioGirl, NewspaperBoy, Barney, Baby Bop and Bu. 

Hershey Barnett, former ABS-CBN, is now a promo specialist for IBC for writing copy and making plugs 
for radio and television program, from concept, editing, up to ready-for-airing materials, experienced in 
launching new shows and Writing advertisement plugs for provincial radio station and Marco Casito Del 
Castillo, formerlyABS-CBN, is now a media degisner (graphic and web) for IBC for the website like site 
pictures, flash banners, headers, etc. We have created various collaterals (like brochures, fliers, banners, 
posters, etc.) and also the needs that our various distributors and clients required.

The IBC News Network (officially abbreviated as INN) is a 24-hourFilipino language news network aimed 
to Filipino audience. It is the country's first and only 24-hour television news network. The network is 
owned byIntercontinental Broadcasting Corporation. Most of its programming are produced byIBC News 
and Public Affairs. It carries newscast, news analysis, news talk radio, documentary talk shows and 
entertainment news with special focus on Philippine current affairs. IBC News Network is available in 
most parts of the Philippines via its relay and affiliate stations, as well as cable, satellite and Internet. It is 
free-to-air for all viewers in Metropolitan Manila through local UHF channel 45 and UHF channel 39 for 
Cebu and Davao. It started broadcasting on July 2, 2012. IBC News Network studios are located 

at Broadcast City, Capitol Hills, Diliman, Quezon City while its television transmitter is located at Coca- 
Cola Plant, Roosevelt Ave., San Francisco del Monte, Quezon City. 

It was first launched on SkyCable channel 109 and later made available to other cable television 
providers throughout the country. It is also available in United States on Dish Network. 

It was announced in July 9, 2012 that it would relaunch an international channel to support INN’s local 
presence. In July 2011, Pilipinas Global Network Lid. will oversee the operation of INN International. The 
news channel will be primarily accessible to viewers in the Middle East, North Africa and some parts in 
Europe and North America. 


History Edit 


The initial test broadcast on new call sign through its flagship UHF station is DWNN-TV Channel 45 on 
June 30, 2012 for two days. Then, the government sequestered TV network IBC-13 and in partnership of 
blocktimer with Viva Entertainment on Channel 13 announced plans to relaunch the country's first 24-hour 
news channel. On July 2, 2012, new name as IBC News Network or INN started its commercial broadcast 
which offering the latest in local and global news, business information, sports, weather updates and 
entertainment news as the same competitors of ABS-CBN News Channel and GMA News TV.

It has been just almost a month since the relaunch of IBC News Network, and viewers had in-store for 
the fast-growing news channel for the sequestered TV station IBC-13. 

Come Monday, IBC News Network will revealed new public affairs program. The network's top talents 
are Snooky Serna, Noli Eala, Robert Tan, Cathy Eigenmann-Bordalba, Ralf Rivas, Zyrene Parsad- 
Valencia will anchor six of them, as well as new familiar faces joining the IBC News team, including 
congressman Sonny Angar, Chal Lontoc, Riki Kwek, Jeff Arcilla and Gene Orejana, continues to blaze 
the trail in producing some of the hottest talk shows on television.

IBC-13's high-tech production facilities like its Satellite News Gathering system enables INN to report 
the latest happening live anywhere in the country. 

Also a first in the TV industry is INN's international news team, with correspondents from London, San 
Francisco, Vancouver, Hong Kong, Austria, Tokyo, Saudi Arabia, Singapore and Los Angeles to give up- 
to-date live reports on significant events. 

It has the 24-hour weather forecast program PAGASA-TV at 11:30 am, is anchored by weatherman Jeff 
Arcilla with hourly weather updates from PAGASA which is on IBC studios in Broadcast City for IBC 
Weather Centralwill serve to the typoons and inclement weather conditons through the country with 
public information acquired. This weather program for every Filipino will serve a portal for constant 
weather news, health advocacy, and timely comprehension on relevant matters as well as weather report 
aims to deliver most accurate and up-to-date weather information to the Filipino people. 

A newest noontime news program called Lunchtime News anchored by Chal Lontoc at 12:00 nn to 1:30 
pm every Monday to Saturday serves the fast-paced as the hottest news and meatiest interviews every 
lunch time satisfies the viewers' for information suited to their taste that delivers the issues and major 
breaking stories feature daily top stories from national news in the event of a major stories as well as local 
news, global news, business news, malacanang, weather updates, traffic updates and entertainment 


stories behind serving the hottest and latest breaking news reports with newsmakers and analysts as a 
daily lunchtime habit for many viewers. 

Cathy Eigenmann-Bordalba, who will host Cooltura, now have newest CNBC Konek at 7:30 to 8:00 pm, 
which staffed by financial analysts and business journalists who bring you stories that examine the 
national and world economy. 

Bbroadcast journalists Noli Eala, who is also anchors for Express Balita, will now have anchor for the 
newest flagship newscast called Eala ng Balita from weeknights 8:30 to 9:30 pm. 

At 10:30 pm as the Global Desk with anchor Riki Kwek serves up the international news round-up from 
national, business and entertainment around the world from the newest news reports of IBC international 
correspondent as the global bureau. Come weekend Balitang 90 from 7:00 to 8:30 pm anchored by 
Zyrene Parsad-Valencia and reporter Ralf Rivas more focus on government and malacanang and 
interactive consent. 

Alongside the daily newscast, relaunching new public affairs programs on IBC News Network are:

DJ M.O.D. and DJ Coki. 


The End of 89 DMZ (2001) Edit 

In 2001, IBC and Blockbuster Broadcasting System went into a government-sponsored bidding and 
Blockbuster Broadcasting System won the frequency rights as Wave 891 (callsign then changed to 
DWAV). However, the network still shares its transmission facilities of IBC 13 to this day. 


As Wave 891 (2001-2011) Edit 

Wave 891 began regular operations shortly on March 1, 2001 as Wave 89.1, after Quest, through a 
government-sponsored bidding, won the rights to the frequency and the facilities of the defunct and 
sequestered DZMZ (Danze Muzic Zone 89 DMZ, then owned by Intercontinental Broadcasting 
Corporation). Wave 891 continues to use IBC-13's transmission facilities up to the present. 

Managed by former Magic 89.9 jock Rolando Sulit a.k.a. Joe D'Mango, the station began its operations 
with a pop soul, pop jazz easy listening format. Some months later, its programming gradually shifted to 
full pop R&B (also known as Rhythmic contemporary). As of 2009, the station started playing hip-hop 
tunes. In 2008, the point was eliminated from the title and the station became known as Wave 891. Last 
January 2010, Wave 891 successfully launched the first Urban Music Awards. Wave 891 as the R&B 
station lasted for 10 years. 

Wave 891 was acquired the station from Intercontinental Broadcasting Corporation last July 11, 2010. 
Wave 891 was final signed off at June 30, 2011. It continues to broadcast online radio station through live 
streaming @ www.wave891.fm. 


Return of 89 DMZ (July 1-August 27, 2011) Edit 


Throughout the last week of June, plugs were aired on 89.1 with the statement "Sayaw, Pinoy!", where 
the slogan of 89 DMZ's name is used. 


As of July 1, 2011, after final-sign off of Wave 891 at the time, 89 DMZ made a comeback as a revival of 
the dance music station with its format playing mainstream K-Pop, J-Pop and P-Pop music and the was 
revival to DZMZ-FM for 89.1 frequency and official website through live streaming via 89DMZ.com. This is 


a temporary partnership of IBC-13, which took part-ownership of the government-owned station and its 
privatization. Its programs and DJs premiered on July 4 with the new improved IBC FM dance music 
station is back with a new sound, a new twist, a new dance and a new voices, redefining the meaning of 
radio dance entertainment. H-Town, Jada, DJ Marlon, Kat Alano, Anne, Pam, George and Jason, Janice, 
Nathan J, DJ Taysjaim, KC Montero, Jun DJ, DJ Marlon and MC Dash is the only Wave 891 DJs who 
joined the 89 DMZ staff. 


Some shows in The Wake-Up Crew, The KC Show, Chill Street, The Playroom, Sundown Show, After 
Hours Club, Six-O-Slow, The Quiet Storm, Club Circuit, Old School Saturday, Saturday Get Away and 
Low Tide Sunday were the only Wave 891 programs that were carried-over to the 89 DMZ. 


As iDMZ (as a Masa station, August 28, 2011-present) Edit 

iDMZ was relaunched on August 28, 2011 as a masa station and inspired by 89 DMZ to bring back the 
good old days of local air waves music is the #1 dance mix radio station as the the first and the only 
Filipino broadcasting that offers non-stop dance music in the form of DJ mixes with the new iDMZ jingle 
and new slogan "Sayaw Pinoy!" composed by Lito Camo and performed by the teen star Kathryn 
Bernardo. Mary Carolyn Magnaye is the only Wave 891's voice-over who joined the iDMZ's voice-over 
with Terence Khan. and launch the facing competition with the masa stations begin with the massive 
competition from the rival Tambayan 101.9 and Barangay LS 97.1. It was also format playing mainstream 
dance music with K-Pop, J-Pop, P-Popand many more, and served as the home of K-pop like Wonder 
with a recall byline “Wag mong sabihin radyong sayaw, sabihin mo Sayaw Pinoy!”. 

The new TV ad featuring the DJs was launched on DMZ-TV when iDMZ become a masa station. This 
dance format mass-based station plays not only mainstream dance music and remixed music, but also K- 
Pop music and novelty hits. 

Last August 28, it had its debut at 3am with K-Pop dance music and its first day of broadcast began at 
8am with Wave 24 for the first song "Upside Down" (God created indie remix) by Two Minds Crack, 
followed by some of the DJs from the iDMZ rosters that offers non-stop playing dance music tunes in form 
of song mixes. It provides an unadulterated dance music that caters to entire age spectrum and to people 
from all walks of life. The tribute to the Philippine icon radio station 89.1 DZMZ and a gift to all its avid 
listeners after a decade of quench for dance music with commercial free. Everyone in any parts of the 
world can access the site and enjoy the music via live streaming. The mass-based station has around 
18,000 listeners all over the globe. 

During the relaunch, iDMZ and IBC-13 begin with the newest variety show on Philippine TV, DMZ- 

TV which aired as a hookup with IBC-13 every Tuesday at 8-9pm and Sunday at 1-2pm where the 
hosting our favorite TV teen stars can now be seen on TV screen with the song and dance music party 
performances. 

The station has its first-ever 24-hours of new wave music called Wave 24 airs at 8am respectively on 
Sundays, the newest 24-hours of down beat mix called Slowjam which airs at 8am on Mondays, it has 
also developed has a flagship program called Be Heard! aired Friday at 10pm-12nn with replays 8-10pm 


where promotes both professional and non-professional, Filipino and foreign DJs from all over the world. 
Since its launch, it has been the station's most sought-after and highly-rated program, and spearheaded 
by The King (Program Director) and The Sting (Continuity Voice Over/DJ/Consultant) 

The newest K-Pop music on radio called K-Pop n' Go! which airs on Saturdays at 5-8am with replays at 
3-6pm and the first-ever weekly countdown called Sayaw Top 10, where the top 10 dance hits, it aired at 
6pm respectively on Saturdays and The Word delivers live hourly news updates airs daily. It has a group 
page in Facebook dubbed 89 DMZ (Danze Music Zone) and iDMZ Sayaw Pinoy! with more than 5,000 
active members. 

On January 30, 2012, iDMZ relaunched its new slogan, new theme and jingle "Sayaw Ako, Pinoy Ako!," is 
composed by Marcus Davis and Amber Davis and performed by Anja Aguilar. It was debuted last January 
30 for the mass-based market. The same day, IDMZ successfully when it relaunched the first Danze 
Music Awards. Also, signaled the station's new nationwide reach when 89.8 MHz Cebu and 89.3 MHz 
Davaosimulcasted its signals, uninterrupted listening of its programs. 

On June 30, 2012, when launched its new cable channel called Danze TV where your favorite jocks are 
seen live from the booth which available only on SkyCable channel 108 aired 24 hours with plugs during 
commercial gaps for showimg the music videos seen on cable TV. 

As of October 1, 2012, iDMZ planened to relaunches its newest Korean pop online music portal K-Pop

With the new management headed by chairman Orly Mercado, president and CEO Boots Anson-Roa and 
EVP and COO Lito Ocampo Cruz decided to venture in healthy family relationship programs that supports 
and promotes Gospel values and bring the Catholic Church message to the people. Since devout 
Catholics, they have touched human hearts in their involvement in Life in the Spirit Seminars. It was at 
this point when they realized that such goal was not too difficult to achieve after all in order to ensure 
unhampered operations and focus the government-controlled network’s goals in achieving its rightful 
place in the radio-TV broadcasting business in the shortest possible time, we couldn’t really put her stamp 
on the nation’s programming and even the non-prime hours were sold to blocktimers, like religious groups 
and telemarketing outfits. It started with specials like Homecoming sa 13 and other youth-oriented one 
shot presentations. 

Mercado admitted that is privatization recalled that IBC has been serving Filipino audiences with its 
station worldwide reach in IBC-TV13 in Metro Manila, IBC-TV13 in Baguio City, IBC-TV6 in the Mountain 
Province, IBC-TV13 in Laoag City, IBC-TV12 in lloilo, IBC-TV13 in Cebu City, IBC-TV13 Davao City 

and IBC-TV10 in Cagayan de Oro City. 

The network also operates radio stations from dance music station iDMZ 89.1 in Mega Manila, DYBQ in 
lloilo,DYJJ in Roxas City and DYRG in Kalibo. A joint venture with a local cable company will also see the 
operation of DYBP as 103.8 Boracay FM, a newest tourist-oriented FM station in Boracay.

"WOW!" was the 30-minute gag show, pero a 
new comedy pranks side with Vhong Navarro. "Goin' Bayabas" the comedy-gag show with Martin 
Escudero, Vice Ganda and Kim Gantioqui. 

There was also "Daily Top 5", the entertainment news program hosted by Nikki Bacolod, "Dear Heart", a 
teen-drama anthology hosted by popstar Anja Aguilar, "Sinemaks", the sunday night movie with the Viva 
movies and "Pop Girls", the sunday night teen variety show hosted by Nadine Lustre, Rose Van Ginkel 
and Shy Carlos. 

And true to Viva's nature as the cartoon programs, they had animated series, too, like "Winx Club" with
